LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP). — Brit- 
ish circles said today German 
thrusts at Gibraltar and the Suez 
Canal were expected within 30 
days in an effort to seal both ends 
of the Mediterranean and isolaté 
British forces in the Libyan cam- 
paign. 

A drive in the west, they assert- 
ed, would be made with the full 
acquiescence of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment which would allow the 
Germans free movement through 
Spain. 

The drive in the east “probably 
will force the Turks to fight” but 
this new foe would be balanced by 
cutting off Greece, they added.

Ships Operate From “The Rock.” 

British squadrons patrolling the 
Western Mediterranean operate 
from “the rock” which guards the 
western end of the sea. :

The income bill proposes to in- 
crease the present flat 2 per cent 


_j}corporation tax rate to a maximum 


of 10 per cent on corporation net 
income in. excess of $25,000. The 
rate would be graduated from 2 per 
cent on lower incomes. 

In explaining his bills Searcy 
made no estimate of the additional 
revenue they would produce, but 
said that ir financing the old-age 
pension and other ial security 
purposes it was necessary to ob- 
tain additional funds, and that he 
believed the money should not be 
obtained from direct taxes on those 
least able to pay. ft 
| Searcy’s income tax bill proposes 
to leave the present rates in effect 
on all incomes up to $14,000 but 
from that figure it provides for 
sharp increases to a maximum ra 
of 10 per cent in net incomes of 
more than $50,000. Under the pres- 
ent law the rate is 4 per cent, less 
a flat $135 deducted from the tax 
as figures on the 4 per cent basis, 
to reach the net tax figure. 

Under Searcy’s bill net\ incomes 
from $14,000 to $25,000 would be 
taxed at 5 per cent, less $275. In- 
comes from $25,000 to $50,000 woula 
be taxed at 8 per cent less $1025, 
and incomes in excess of $50,000 
would .be taxed at 10 per cent, 
less $3975. #3. 

The inheritance tax bill proposes 
no change in the classifications of 
the degree of relationship té which 
the different tax rates apply, the 
only change being a ‘doubling of 
the rate.

Mr. Howard’s newspaper career 
began soon after bis departure, 
without a diploma, from Williams 
College in 1893.

ARNOLD DECLARES 
SMALL UNION BLOL 
HIKES LIVING GOI 


Says Labor Bee in 
Building Industry and 
Transportation Engage 
in Monopoly Practices. 


— 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
Thurman W. Arnold, Assistant At- 
torney General, testified today that 
“a small segment of lator,” which 
he said engaged in monopolistic 
practices, was “so strategically sit- 
uated that enormous costs are 
passed on to consumers for the nec- 
essities of life.” 

Arnold said the practices to which 
he referred occurred principally in 
the building industry and in trans- 
portation by trucks, and Was en- 
gaged in by “groups which repre- 
sent an infinitesimal portion of the 
working men of the country.” 

The anti-trust chief told the com- 


mittee that economic and social 
problems raised by jurisdictional 
strikes “have ceased to be the con- 
cern of the Department of Justice.” 
This, he said, was because of a re- 
cent Supreme Court decision hold- 
ing that a strike of one union 
against ancther over jurisdictional 
matters was exempted from the 
anti-trust laws. 
Lists ‘Labor Restraints.’ 

(The ruling referred to is the 
one handed down by the Supreme 
Court Feb. 3. when it upheld the 
dismissal of indictments against 
members of the United Carpenters’ 
‘Union including W. L. Hutcheson, 
president, in a strike on a $3,000,000 
construction job of Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., in St. Louls. The strike was 
caused by a jurisdictional dispute.) 

Arnold listed these as types of 
“labor restraints” which the depart- 
ment did not consider exempt from 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act under 
the recent Supreme Court decision 
in the “Hutcheson case”: 

1. The strike of one union 
against another certified by the 
National Labor Board as the only 
legitimate. collective bargaining 
agency with whom the employer 
can deal. 

2. A strike to erect a “tariff 
wall” around a locality. 

3. Exclusion of efficient meth- 
ods of prefabricated materials 
from building construction. 

4. The refusal of unions to al- 
low small independent firms to 
remain in business. 

5: Activities of unions in “im- 
posing and maintaining artific- 
ally fixed prices to consumers.” 

6. The “make-work” system by 
which he said unions “require the 
hiring of unnecessary labor for 
the purpose of excluding others 
from the field.” 

Denies Hostility to Labor. 
“Under the Supreme Court’s de- 

cision in the Hutcheson case,” Ar- 
nold said, “joint undertakings in 
restraint of trade may be carried 
on by unions which have nothing 
to do with the improvement’ of 
status of labor if they happen to 
be part of one union to take work 
away from another. 

“As long as the labor world is 
divided between two giant federa- 
tions, warfare of this character is 
likely to occur throughout an entire 
industry or region as the unions in

In his brief remarks today he 
inserted in the Congressional Rec- 
erd an editorial from the 
Post-Dispatch, among ‘others, in- 
dorsing his proposal for an investi- 
gation. 

Already Asked for Data. 

Sheppard, Truman said today, al- 
ready had asked the War Depart- 
ment for data which might be used 
to refute his charges.

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Move to Make Retriever 
Championship ‘One- Trial’ : 
Event Meets Opposition 


By Robert Morrison 
Paul Bakewell III of St. Louis, owner of the national retriever 


by the American Kennel Club. 

‘Heretofore, the dog title which 
Rip, the golden, has won the last 
two years to become the only one 
to achieve such distinction, has 
been decided in a series of trials on 
a point basis sponsored by the out- 
door magazine Field and Stream. 

“T have done as much as any- 
one else to make the national 
championship a one-trial affair,” 
Bakewell said, adding that he had 
just returned from an American 
Kennel Club meeting in New York 
where the question was discussed. 

“The matter of whether’ the 
American Kennel Club should 
sponsor one retriever trial, limited 
to the best dogs in the country and 
to run three or four days at the 
end of the season, the winner to be 
recognized as national champion, 
was considered,” Bakewell said. 

But nothing came of it. The 
matter was referred back to a com- 
mittee to await further opinion of 
various members. Bakewell, who 
represented the Northern States 
Club of Superior, Wis., said “there 
are just and good reasons against 
such trial.” 

On the point of the one-trial 
national championship Bakewell 
seems to be in agreement with 
Frank Hogan, owner of the Lab- 
rador retrievers appearing in the 
Southwest Sportsman’s Show. 
Bakewell, however, takes exception 
to other recent statements made 
by Hogan. 

Hogan had said he (Hogan) re- 
tired from field trial competition 
two years and 99 per cent of the 
field trial men were glad to see 
him go. Bakewell replies’ that 
Hogan “ran dogs in 14 of the 
17 trials held” in 1940, 

“He is an excellent dog man,” 
Bakewell says of Hogan, “and gen- 
erally has some outstanding dogs 
which provide for competition and 
the pleasure of winning over them 
or being defeated by them.” 


In his interview, Hogan had be- 


_ in seeking to have the national] championship a one-trial event sponsored 


littled the national championship, 
which he considered non-existent 
because of various factors — that 
tended to confine the competition, 

Bakewell’s rebuttal was that Ho- 
gan “belittles the national champi- 
onship . .. only after his dogs 
were not capable of winning for the 
last two years. It is also a fact he 
had one of the highest placing field 
trial dogs, Goldwood Tuck, in all 
trials during fall, 1940, aiming for 
the Field and Stream trophy. . 

“In November, with only three 
trials remaining, all of them 1000 
miles from his home, he took this 
dog to the last three Eastern 
trials, before which Tuck was third 
highest dog, with a good possibility 
of winning. Tuck had 10 points, 
the leading dog had 15, and the 
second dog had 13. 

“Tuck was.run in the first of 
these three Eastern trials, but 
failed to place, while the leading 
two dogs gained additional points, 
making it a practical impossibility 
for Tuck to overcome the lead. 
Whereupon, Hogan returned the 
dog and did not run him in the 
final two trials. This in itself 
should bé conclusive proof he made 
every effort to win this ‘national 
champion’ trophy during 1940.” 

Hogan referred’ to the “wining 
and dining” of field trial judges by 
competitors. Bakewell said “this 
statement implies personalities in- 
fluenced the decisions of the field 
trial judges. I don’t think this is 
so... As an example... one 
of my dogs woh the national cham- 
pionship for two successive years, 
1939 and 1940 . . . I wined and 
dined one judge once and my na- 
tional champion was unplaced in 
that trial.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


SN’T it a shame? Just when

the British five to 10 American destroyers a month 
has served the highly useful purpose of directing 
public attention immediately to the question of just 
how much aid we can safely extend to England. 
This proposal, together with other points of Mr. 
Willkie’s testimony, has been taken up immediately 
in Washington discussions. Some administration of- 
ficials afte said to favor meeting the destroyer re- 
quest, at least in part. Naval circles are scrupu- 
lously noncommittal. 
is the view expressed by Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
who says plainly that he is opposed to depleting 
the American fleet further. 

Secretary Knox’s stand is doubly significant be- | 
cause of his consistent position in favor of sending 
all possible aid to the British. He was ufging this 
strongly even before his appointment to the Cabinet. 
He approved the transaction of last September by 
which the British received 50 American destroyers 
in exchange for naval bases. Testifying before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee on Feb. 1, Mr. 
Knox said he was “tremendously worried” as to 
whether the United States could send sufficient aid 
in time to save Britain from defeat. 

In spite of all this, Mr. Knox is compelled to draw 
the line om the Willkie destroyer pfoposal. “We 
haven't any more destroyers to spare than we need 
for a balanced fleet,” he said yesterday. “My, posi- 
tion as the Secretary of the Navy is against deplet- 
ing our navy further.” 

This expression indicates that Mr, Knox is follow- 
ing the sound criterion set down by ex-Ambassador 
Joseph B. Rennedy in his address of Jan. 19: “The 
test for any proposal should be—What is best for 
the United States of America?’ In other words, 
both Mr. Knox and Mr. Kennedy favor the maximum 
of help to Britain, but without endangering the Unit- 
ed States or involving the nation in war. 

Indeed, Mr. Willkie’s position, as set forth in his 
formal statement and in response to the Senate com- 
mittee’s questions, was the same, save for the doubt- 
ful aspeets of his destroyer proposal. The 1940 Re- 
publican nominee was questioned closely by Senators 
opposing the bill, but he held his ground firmly. 
Despite his deep concern for aiding the British in 
their desperate need, he stated<clearly his opposition 
to entering the war. 

In fact, Mr. Willkie presented important testimony 
on this point from England itself, for his interviews 
with’ ttundreds of persons, including Cabinet mem- 
bers, industrialists and shop employes, brought not 
one suggestion that America become an active ally of 
England. If the British themselves think this coun- 
try’s help can be more effective if we do not enter 
the war, then surely the case of American interven- 
tionists is an exceedingly feeble one. 

The procession of witnesses at these hearings, in 
which virtually every shade of opinion on this vital 
subject has been expressed, is a splendid demonstra- 
tion of democracy at work. The preBence of a de- 
feated presidential candidate, present to support an 
administration bill and suggest modifications, is 
another such demonstration. The questioning of Mr. 
Willkie also was an object lesson in the parliamen- 
tary process, with its insistence on open hearings 
for both pro and con opinion. 

Mr. Willkie’s responses largely reflected the na- 
tional trend, as shown in the Gallup poll majorities 
of 54 per cent favoring the all-out aid to Britain 
sought in the lease-lend bill, and 85 per cent opposing 
participation in the war. Some of the senatorial 
critics tried by their questioning to place Mr. Willkie 
in a position of contradicting himself on these issues. 
But these two fervent desires of the American people 
need not be contradictory, as Mr. Kennedy ably 
showed in his recent address. If Congress and the 
administration are Wise in their decisions, we can 
give the British an abundance of effective aid, and 
we can stay out of war. 

Those two purposes are sought by the seven House 
amendments, now approved in principle by the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee.. They will be 
brought nearer realization by further amendments 
that are still in order, notably a direct prohibition 
against using American warships for convoy duty or 
sending American merchant ships into the subma- 
rine-filled war tone. The people are counting. on 
debate in the Senate to clarify the issues further, 
just as the testimony of many witnesses and. the 
House debate have already cast light upon it. 

All this to the end that by democratic methods, 
America attains its two purposes of aid to Britain 
and avoidance of war.

Each word 
was scrupulously chosen, each phrase polished until 
it fitted precisely, both {n meaning and in cadence, 
into the finished structure. 

Behind that rare and distinctive style was a vast 
store of leafning, for Mr. Howard, both in youth and 
in maturity, had been an eager student of literature’s 
classics and the whole realm of history. He could 
draw upon feferences from the ancients, from the 
Bible, from the broad pageant of events, with the 
ease born of intimate familiarity. These references 
came with never a trace of pedantry, often with an 
ironic twinkle or a word of cyrrent slang. And, 
likely as not, Plato and Pericles were merely 4 bit 
of stage setting for Dizzy Deah and Frankie Frisch, 
for the world of sports was always of. keen interest 
to him. 

‘ Behind his writings was, above all, a great and 
passionate love for humanity- and for justice. It 
was a humanitarian sense, a warm affection for all 
his fellows, that embraced their every activity. He 
could breathe righteous indignation into his pages 
of copy paper when oppression or intolerafce or 
corruption came into the news. The leavening shaft 
of humor served to debunk the pretensions of the 
pompous, or to reduce a raging controversy to ite 
proper teapot proportions, but Bart Howard had a 
flaming sword in that typewriter when there ‘were 
wrongs to oppose. Such was the spirit found in the 
writings which last year received that high award 
of journalism, the Pulitzer Prize for distinguished 
editorial writing. 

Those qualities of Bart Howard, the writer, were 
the same that made Bart Howard, the man, admired 
and loved by all who knew him personally.

He says that, according 
to constitutional lawyers, this pro- 
vision “was writ in water on the 
atmosphere,” In other words, it is 
a deceptive fake—splendidly null. 


Legal Point. ° 

This is a very serious matter. 
The question is not too technical 
from the legalistic angle for lay 
discussion. The central point is 
Without a congressional 
delegation of its own war powers, 
the President. could not possibly 
exercise them. Such a delegation 
can be made, within flexible consti- 
tutional Hmits, by a majority vote 
in both Houses. As matters now 
stand, the very wide proposed pow- 
ers of the lease-lend bill could ob- 
tain such a majority vote. They 
could not conceivably obtain a 
two-thirds majority vote.' 

But if they are once granted, ac- 
cording to Mr. Krock’s legal advis- 
ers, they could never be retaken 


.|by Congress over the opposition of 


the executive except by a two- 
thirds majority. 

Mr. Krock’s reason is that the 
President, under the Constitution, 
is, by his veto and approving pow- 
er, a part of the law-making ma- 
chinery, that while a concurrent 


resolution of both Houses, does not 


| 


require the action ‘of the Presi- 
dent, yet if it “contains a legisla- 
tive proposition” it does require full 


‘presidential action under the Con- 


stitution. «°° 

Concurrent resolutions usually 
govern only the business of Con- 
with no application in the 
general statutory sense. The point 
of view. of Mr. Krock’s advisers is 
that, since repealing a law. is as 


general statutory sense, as enacting 
a law, no concurrent resolution can 
repeal a law except subject to the 
President's veto; 


Never Ruled On. 


It is a strong point and one never 
decided by the cotrts, but it cer- 
tainly would be a strange result if 
Congress can, in part, suspend the 
Constitution by a majority vote but 
can’t restore it by less than a two- 
thirds majority, when the Consti- 
yition itself provides that an 
amendment may not even be pro- 

except by a two-thirds ma- 
jority ratified by three-fourths of 
the states. . 

The contrary view is that when- 
ever Congress grants an extraordi- 
nary power, it can condition what 
it grants. It can put'a time limit 
on it and thus work its repeal with- 
out any legislation whatever. It 
can make it depend on any contin- 
gency it likes, such as some ad- 
ministrative finding of fact or fu- 
ture conditions of time, tide and 
weather, If those conditions do not 
occur, it does not speak. It speaks 
while they continue. It becomes 
silent when they cease—regardless 
of presidential veto power and with 
no new vote. 

If that is so in principle, then in 
practice Congress coula condition 
its grant on the. President's fa- 
vorite assumption—whether the 
cows jumps over the moon—or 
whether Congress passes a concur- 
rent resolution. 

I don’t know which view is right, 
I think the latter, but Mr. Krock 
has raised a vital question at a crit- 
ical time, It ought to be resolved 
before we get our heads in any 
noose. If Mr. Krock is right, some 
other amendment should be substi- 
tuted in this bill or a principle of 
American constitutional govern- 
ment is in the ashcan.

Taking these 
in order: Examination for the red and white blood cells should 
be made in the routine of any examination. Every norma] hu- 
man being has exactly the same concentration of red and white 
blood cells in every drop of blood. The fat and the thin, the pale 
and the ruddy, so long as they are normal, have all the same 
number per square inch.

THERE ARE ABOUT five quarts of blood in the normal 
body—although this varies somewhat according to size and 
weight—so we each have exactly the same number of little red 
blood cells scurrying all over the premises, on their very neces- 
sary errands of usefulness and mercy. They are the freight cars 
that bring our body cells air and food and building blocks, and 
repairs and medicine and screen doors, and they remove the 
garbage and clean the streets, and we couldn't very well get 
along without them. So they are very important members of 
the body physical and when they are reduced in number our 
sense of well being is greatly impaired. And they are fre- 
quently reduced--in the case of the red cells, this being called 
“anemia.” So if a person is breathless, or has a sore tongue, 
or feels weak, or has no appetite—the symptoms of anemia are 
various—it is important to know how many of these citizens 
he is carrying. But this can be ascertained éasily; is a regular 
method of examination in any doctor’s office.

SOMETIMES THEY are increased in number though this 
is not nearly as common an occurrence as anemia and here, 
too, there are disagreeable sensations as if we had too many 
policemen and garbage removers and delivery trucks gumming 
up the streets and alleys and getting in each other's way.

birds. It was a pretty sight to 
see them flutter against the iwin- 
dow panes in the summer sun- 
light. 

Then, too, the attic of the house 
was spread with soil and sand, ‘in 
which trees were set up and flocks 
of birds turned loose. In this way, 
Marchi acquired ananterest in and 


knowledge of birds that contihued 


to increase even after he came to 
Amherica at the age of 21. 

And, now, 15 years later, —28 
a waiter at Joe Garavelli’ 


realizing his ambition to’ become a 


cdllector and breeder of birds. 


There are many bird fanciers, but 


he differs from most in that he 
specializes in wild fowl. 

“That happened,” said Marchi, 
“because of a story I read in the 
Post-Dispatch magazine five years 
ago about a man in Shreveport, La., 
who, growing old, wished to dispose 
of a collection of wild fowl. He sent 
@ pair of black mallard ducks to 
a friend in California. Within 
‘two weeks the mallards flew back 
to their original home. I thought 
if I could tame wild birds to the 
extent that they would appreciate 
their home enough to fly such a 
long distahce back, that would be 
an achievement.” 

Every breeder and trader in wild 
fowl must have’ special Govern- 
ment permits. From the Biological 
Survey in Washington,; Marchi had 
to secure a certificate of authority 
for possessing migratory birds. He 
also had to satisfy the State wild 
life commission that he was not in 
the business of obtaining local 
birds out of hunting season for 
commercial purposes and birds such 
as pheasants for which, there is no 
hunting season in Missouri. 

Deputies visited and investigated 
him. They needed also to be as- 
sured that he had a proper habitat 
for ‘the birds, that eve ing was 
kept sanitary at all times and! that 


a shelter was provided where birds - 


might take refuge from fright at

I 
didn’t go again beca.se of a story 
‘I read describing the distress of 
a bird flying around a blind after 
its mate had been shot. 

Marchi’s greatest triumyh has 
been ¢rogsing a Lady Amherst with 
a golden pheasant, producing his 
most beautiful and highest bred, 
bird.
